103 of the reasons set for in the prior office action.As to the amount of polymers employed herein, note the amounts of polymer disclosed 
in DesLauriers et al. is about 1-20%, which may be a mixture of several polymers including triblock copolymer.The claimed amount b 
substantially overlap with such range.As to the employ of dimethicone, the examiner fails to see how dimethicone is defined as the worst, 
the data in table 1 1 merely show that they may be not suitable for high concentration. .
